at groat ozpeoBe to the tarpajora, al- 
though tho people protesi that the 
public intereois would bo cqnally safe 
in tho hands of HonorarT Justicea of 
tho PeacOt WbenoTor tho expense of 
goveromont is complained of the Exo- 
culive l^nsver is that the extoat and 
generaT oondiiiona of the colony uro 
each us to roudor a cheaper [joveriimcnt 
imprafiticabk'; yet this auawor, plausi- 
ble na it may tit first; eigtil oppoiir, 
scarcoly liiirnior.ises with tho fact thai, 
in some iuitauocs, exponsivo oCficers are 
letatned' wtaprei they are not noedod. 
TVe admit'lbai tho colony is necessarily 
an exponsivo one to govern; but thai 
forms.no reason why it Bhonld bo over- 
govorncd— why offioora shonld be crowd- 
od in where 11103- are not really neces^, 
eary, Tho trutli of the matter would 
appeaiT: to .,ho that tho Bxecativo is on- 
gaged"-in' solving tho problem of what 
diiiposition it shall mako of tho numar- 
ous staff of olllcials it finds upon its 
bands. But to the point. Under 
tho present oonditioa the> Stipendi- 
ary Magistrates are required to attend 
the Bittiogs of ibo Logislutive Council ; 
and iA otdor to do this it bocoaiea nec- 
essary for those sialioaod iu the interior 
of tho Muiulaud to be absent from tbeir 
Dislrioia during four or five raonihs in 
the year. Owing lo the retosal of Gov- 
eromeqt.tol^adopt the system of lnvBBt» 
log reapoo'table residonts with Magis- 
tiealfunctfbna, these DUtriots enifer very 
mucli iuoouveiiienoo during Buch ab- 
sence. Indeed, BCycral instancea of 
great hardship and injustice were point- 
ed oat..,j/i'wQ,ilhiDg8 appear.obvions .• 
In respeot;or those Districts still requi- 
ring Ibo presence of the pariionlar cIabh 
of offleors alluded to, tho Bystem of 
•withdrawing such offioora from iho po^t 
of duty during so lurjjo a portion of tlie 
year to attend to dniies for which ihuy 
aro in eomo inslancoa but moderately 
qualified, is injurious to the public in- 
terest ; tho period has arrived whon llio 
presenco of thin class cf officers can bu 
dispensed with in fomo of llie luoro set- 
tled DistrictH without; any dotritnont to 
the public interest, and with beneficial 
resaltB. It not very „ ag^jeeahlo . to 
have to FtDgie'Vat one class ofcMolialB 
as presenting a more fining mark lor 
the praning-knile of retreucbiuent than 
another; but, however greatly wo may 
rocpect the gentlemen constituting that 
clasi4, wo mUHt not/ permit mere personal 
considerations to -stand in the way oi 
public dutyi* ' ■ " 

Tbe Boll TolKtucstion. 

It ''will bo seen that the ohaogos ro- 
commeYi'ded by the Selept 'Gommittcc 
on the Bufject ot Road Tolls involves 
important conHeqaeoces. The removal 

of tlio Toll Gate from Clinton to Soda 
Creek would causa the inequality com- 
plained of by thoao living on ihissidool 
the former place to disappear, liut it 
would do a great deal more. It would 
catch nil the flour and other prodactions 
liable to toll now oacaping on account 
of being produced cast ot Clinton, 
while it would relieve the entire popu- 
lation between Clinton and Soda Oroeli 
of tolls upon the artiolea of eonsnmp" 
tion coming from tho lower country.

oslied tho oo-oporation of the hon menibetB 
of tho Council in suppoct ol Iha iiiBaRure. 

Mr Rubson seootided tha reaclutiou and 
gaid it was the duly of ibe eoverninenl to
